Mrs. Elizabeth Highfil!, a fortune-tell- 
ing medium, learned from comimunica- 
tions with the spirit world that unless 
she took her own iife she would die in 


poverty. So she told her frien@gs,., but 
they laughed at her threats of suicide. 
Mrs. Highfill’'s body was found Friday 
in the picturesque artificial lake in La- 
fayette Park, where she had drowned 
hérself. 
On the stone steps leading to the wa- 
ter she.had laid her white ‘“fascinator’’ 
and her long black coat, containing a 
card with her name and the name of 
her closest friend. 

Saw Her Friend Tuesday. 
The body was sent to the Morgue. Mrs. 
Highfill was 52 years old. The friend of 
the fortune teller is Mrs. Caroline 
Schroll of 1944 Gravois avenue. She told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that she last 
saw Mrs. Highfill Tuesday evening. 
“When I went to her house I found 
her dressed and she had written out the 
card with my name on it, asking that I 
be notified of her death. She said she 
had intended to drown herself in the 
river, but that she had a horror of be- 
ing unburied, and feared her body would 
never be found. 
“I tried to cheer her up, but she said 
she knew she would go to the Poor- 


house and die in poverty if she didn’t 


kill herself, and that she didn’t dare 
put it off much longer.’’ 

Thursday evening Mrs. Highfill took 
supper with Miss Katie Knecht, who 
lives near her home at 1721 South Third 
street, and told Miss Knecht she in- 
tended to end her lifé that evening, but 
Miss Knecht thought she was joking. 

Grocer Signs Her Will. 

After the meal Mrs. Highfill drew up 
a will bequeathing all she had to Mrs. 
Schroll, and asked William Gummers- 
hemmer, a grocer at 1727 South Third 
street, to sign it as witness. He did so. 
Mrs, Schroll is beneficiary under two 
life {nsurance policies for $100 each. 

Mrs, Highfill often spoke of a rich 

uncle, who had refused to aid her, and 
who, she said, lived near Lafayette 
Park. Her friends think this may have 
caused her to choose the lake for her 
death. 
Mrs. Highfill had been twice married, 
and’ two children, Oscar and Josephine, 
both unmarried, survive her. They are 
children of her first husband, Wel- 
meyer, and live in Coburg, Germany. 
She married a man named Highfill aft- 
er coming to America, and often said 
that he deserted her a month later.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—St. 
will get an additional $275,000 for its new 
Postoffice site opposite Union Station 


in the public buildings bill upon which 
Congressman Bartholdt’s Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds is now at 
work. 

This will make the total appropriation 
for the building alone $1,175,000. The 
structure will occupy three-quarters of 
the block between Walnut street and 
Clark avenue, and Seventeenth,’ and 
Eighteenth streets Instead of one-half 
the block as originally planned. The 
bill carrying the appropriation is as- 
sured of passage by Speaker Cannon, 
who has agreed to permit a public build- 
ings bill. 

Mr. Bartholdt decided to ask for the 
increased appropriation at once when he 
discovered that the building planned by 
the Supervising Architect occupied only 
half the space purchased for it. Post- 
master-General Meyer had complained 
that this building originally planned was 
not large enough, 

Condemnation Proceedings. 

The original appropriation for the 
ground for the building was $200,000 and 
with this only about two-thirds of the 
block from Walnut street to Clark ave- 
nue was purchased. Later, by con- 
demnation proceedings, the balance of 
the block was purchased for $159,000. 
Mr. Bartholdt insisted on condemna- 
tion when the owners wanted $250,000 for 
their property.

Mystery surrounds the shooting of a 

St. Louis woman on the Big Bend road, 
between Webster Groves and Maple- 
wood, while she was driving with W. 
J. Lewis of Webster Groves, 
_ Lewis is said to have told a friend that 
the woman drew a revolver when he 
dug: up money which he had buried in 
a field and that the weapon was dis- 
charged in the scuffle that followed. 

Dr. P. M. Brossard of 3350 Greenwood 
avenue, Maplewood, says that two shots 
were fired at the woman, one bullet 
wounding her and the other being de- 
flected by her corsage. 

Authorities Investigating. 

City and county authorities began an 
investigation Friday when they learned 
of the shooting. 

Lewis has been living at the home of 
Mrs. Ida Young, 69 Gore avenue, Web- 
ster Groves. He has been seen in the 
company of a St. Louis woman several 
times in Webster Groves. 

A week ago Thursday afternoon, he 
hired a rig at the livery stable of Par- 
ker Bros. Late in the afternoon he drove 
to the drug store of,L. L. McGuire at 
8350 Greenwood avenue, Maplewood, and 
asked for a physician. Mr. McGuire di- 
rected him to the office of Dr. Brossard, 
upstairs. 

He assisted a woman to alight from 
‘the buggy and took her ‘to the physi- 

’s office. He told the doctor. his 
name and said the woman was his wife. 
He said she had been shot, but he did 
not know how. Dr. Brossard found that 
two bullets had passed through her 
clothing, but only one had inflicted a 
‘wound. He treated the wound and 
Lewis took the woman away. 

Returns Home at Midnight. 

‘That night Lewis called up the Parker 
stable. He said he had got into a fight 
at Maplewood and had left the rig 
He asked 
' that it be sent for and this was done. 

_ Mrs. Young says Lewis returned at 
midnight. He went to his room-and she 


heard him moving about. In a few min- 


“ utes he went away. x 
Lewis called at the home of Melvin 
Pence, another Webster Groves livery- 
man, at 10 o'clock the next nfght. He 
told Pence tliat he went driving with a 
- Woman. Thursday anc near Maplewood 
_ he dug up $200 which he had buried.

He 
engaged for her a suite of rooms, and 
Mrs. Thaw, with her maid, came here. 
The suite was rented by the day and 
there was no lease. 

“She will not live in the Prince George 
again. She may have been here today 
—this morning—but she is not here now. 
As far as I know she is out of the 
city.’’ 

Ordered From Grill Room. 

Mrs. Thaw was asked to leave the 
grill room ef the Hotel Knickerbocker 
on Monday night when she and E. R, 
Thomas sat at table for their supper. 
Later she insisted that the woman who 
was turned out of the Knickerbocker 
was not she, but a double—an actress 
or something, named Lorraine.’’ 

The young. woman referred to is Lil- 
lian Lorraine, a chorus girl, who lives 
with her mother at 138 West Forty- 
ninth street. 

“It is decidedly catty of Evelyn Thaw 
to speak of me in this fashion.”’ said 
Miss Lorraine to a reporter. 

‘As a matter of fact,’’ continued the 
indignant chorus girl, “I know Evelyn 
Thaw intimately. It was I who intro- 
duced her to Mr. E. R. Thomas sev- 
eral weeks ago at the latter's request. 
This happened a short time after Harry 
Thaw’s acquittal and commitment to 
an insane asylum. 

“Wishing to oblige Mr. Thomas, I 
consented to introduce him to Evelyn 
and we all met in a restaurant where 
we would be out of the reach of re- 
porters. Since that time Mr. Thomas 
and Evelyn have been running around 
together a great deal. I have not joined 
their dinner parties because I dreaded 
publicity in connection with any scan- 
dal that might develop. 

“Evelyn doubtless resents my cau- 
tion, and that is why she calls me her 
double. The truth is that I do not look 
like her and have no desire to ape any 
of her graces.’’ 

Knows They Dined Together. 


Miss Lorraine’s final word was: 

‘You remember Evelyn's denial of the 
report that she denied at the Cafe 
Boulevard with Mr. Thomas? Well, I 
can tell you positively that: she did 
dine there with Mr. Thomas.”’ 

Friends of Mr. Thomas readily admit- 
ted that the young millionaire knew 
Miss Lorraine very well, and that Miss 
Lorraine and Evelyn Thaw had been 
close friends up to a few weeks ago. 
They further admitted that the two 
women do not resemble each other, 
apart from the fact that both are bru- 
nettes and petite. 

Mrs. E. R. Thomas is in Europe with 
her mother-in-law. 

Mrs. Thaw’s exit from the Park ave- 
nue home to hotel life was more or less 
distressful to her. She had fitted up 
the house leased for herby her hus- 
\band with considerable care and at. 
tention to artistic details. Her men- 
age consisted of a maid, a footman, a 
chauffeur for her electric hansom, a 
chef and a maid-of-all-work. As soon 
as her identity became known in the 
neighborhood maids and servants were 
wont to spend their leisure time on the 
sidewalks of Park avenue, waiting for 
the mistress to leave or enter the house 
to get a look at her and gossip about 
rer. :

NEBRASKANS ARE ANGRY 
Some Delegates to the Con- 
vention Have Extraordi- 

nary Voting Power. — 














Anti-Bryanites triumphed. at Friday's 
session of the National People’s Party 
Convention at the Olympie Theater. 
They elected George A. Honnecker of 
New York permanent chairman, despite 
the efforts of Bryan’s friends in thé 
Nebraska delegation to force Gen. Ja- 
cob 8. Coxey into the chair instead. 

The anti-Brayan men saw in the effort 
to substitute Coxey for Honnecker an 
attempt to disparage the work of the 
convention and make.it appear that it 
is controlled by Comey. The Nebraska 
men fought hard to carry the day and 
provoked a number of wrangles. 

An odd feature of the convention de- 
veloped in the roll calls on disputed 
propositions. One delegate from each 
State voted the strength of the entire 
State, regardless of the number of dele- 
gates present. 
only one delegate, but he would cheer- 
fully cast 39 or 8 votes, as the case 
might be. 

Trouble Over Credentiais. 

Col. J. S. Felter of Springfield, I1l., 
presided, Temporary Chairman Coxey 
yielding him the gavel at the opening of 
the morning session. 

The trouble started after the Commit- 
tee on Credentials’ report had - been 
adopted. The Committee on Permanent 
Organization recommended Honnecker 
for permanent chairman. 

Delegate Tibbles from Nebraska imme- 
diately suggested Coxey as a substitute. 
After an hour’s wrangle the report of 
the committee was adopted by a vote 
of 486 to 281, and the substitute defeated. 

The votes of Pennsylvania, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Minnesota and Washing- 
ton were cast for Coxey. J. W. Forest 
of New York, the only delegate from 
that State, cast 8 votes for Honnecker. 

Missouri Man Represents Montana, 

During the roll call on this’ proposi- 
tion trouble arose when the vote of Mon- 
tana was called for. Several men said 
Montana was not represented. A man 
arose in the rear of the theater and said 
he represented Montana. His pight to 
vote was questioned on the ground that 
he admitted he Hved-in- Migsdurt. and 
had been away from Montana for sev- 
eral years. ee hal: , 

Chairman Felter put thigequestion to 
the vote of the convention. ‘The con- 
vention decided he could vote. Forest 
of New York cast his 8 votes in favor 
of the proposition. 

“What’s that?’ shouted Col. Water- 
bury of Kansas, on watch, when Ilor- 
est made this announcement. “I didn’t 
know there were 85 Populist voters in 
the whole State of New York.’’ 

“There will be next election,’’ replied 
Forest. 

Permanent Chairman Honnecker de- 
nounced Wall street and held the Re- 
publican party responsible for the ex- 
istence of the “army of unemployed’’ 
in his opening speech. Jo A. Parker of 
Louisville, in presenting the platform, 


apologized for not having typewritten 
copies for the delegates. He said they 
might find his report somewhat ‘“‘dig- 
connected,’’ but that it was all there, 
anyhow. It advocates Government own- 
ership of railroad and telegraph com- 
panies.

SLOWLY WASTED AWAY 





Lost 100 Pounds in Short 
Time — Never Missed 
Night at Work. 





After several months’ brooding over 
the loss of his position as guard at the 
Workhouse, where he was employed 
more than thirty-six years, Patrick 
Ryan, 74 years old of 4140 Virginia ave- 
nue, is dead of a broken heart at Alex- 
ten Brothers Hospital. 
During all the years he was guarding 
a night from duty and was never sick. 
When discharged by Superintendent 
Dawson, Dec. 14 last, Ryan weighed 220 
pounds. He lost just 100 pounds in the 
three and one-half months after his 
discharge. 

Wag Appointed Guard in 1871. 

Ryan was appointed a guard in 1871 
Each night during all the years of his 
service Ryan rang the bell at 9 p. m. 
for the going-to-bed, and at 6 a. m. 
for the awakening. 

His peculiar stroke on the bell became 
known to those living in the vicinity of 
the Workhouse, and there are many 
there who formed the habit of regulat- 
ing their sleeping hours to “Granddad 
Ryan’s bell.’ 

Ryan’s days were spent at his home, 
where he had a wife and four children, 
ve with seven grandchildren, survive 
1im 

He was happy and in good health until 
the fateful morning in December last, 
when two prisoners unlocked a door 
Ryan was guarding and escaped. They 
had stolen a key from a trusty. Ryan 
did not discover the escape until he 
heard the gate click and by that time 
the prisoners were gone. 

Superintendent Dawson, after an in- 


he was discharged that day. Although 
he had not been sick in 40 years the 
aged man went home suffering from a 
broken heart. It has been his boast that 
he would end his days at the Work- 
house, where he had spent his life. 
Takes to Bed After Dischhrge 
He suffered a chill that night and was 
confined to his bed. A few days later he 
was taken to Alexian Brothers Hospital, 
where he remained until his death. He 
suffered several attacks of paralysis and 
wasted away from 220 to 120 pounds. 
His physicians say the aged watch- 
man would have had excellent chances 
of recovery if he had been able to for- 
get the days of his service for the city. 
They say his lost position was always 
on his mind and that the worry has- 


tened his death. 

The funeral will be conducted Sunday 
at 9:30 a. m. from St. Thomas’ Church, 
Iowa and Osage streets. The burial will 
be in Calvary Cemetery.

THE MORAL OF A DEAD MAN. 

There is a lesson for all in a tragedy of the 
Chicago lake front. A man ill, hungry and cold, 
who had applied :-r food in vain at various man- 
sions, threw himself into the water and was 
drowned. 

Of course, that was a foolish thing to do, and 
or course the wealthy inhabitants of the mansions 
liring the Lake Shore drive would have suc- 
cored the unfortunate if they had been aware of 
his sufferings, but how did it happen that at all 
these places where péople fare sumptuously every 
day there was nothing to eat for a starving man? 

The answer is found readily enough either in 
the rules of the house or in the indifference of 


/the servants of the rich. There are houses, great 


and small, whose masters or mistresses* refuse 
bread to the hungry not so much through parsi- 
mony as in obedience to a bad principle. There 
are servants in many such houses who take the 
responsibility upon themselves. 

Before we had quite so much prosperity as has 
been witnessed of late nothing was commoner in 
the old days of the simple life than hospitality. 
Sometimes this hospitality was in fact charity, 
but in most cases there was nothing in its be- 
stowal to indicate the fact. ‘The wayfarer was 
fed and housed and sent on his way rejoicing. 
As few people thus ministering to their fellow 
men could be persuaded to accept payment for 
supplies or services rendered, rich and poor fared 
alike. 

If there had not been openhandedness of this 
description the history of the peopling of the 
great West would have had many a dark page, 
where now we read only of humanity, good cheer 
and kindness. In those days suspicion and class 
prejudices and apprehension of crime and fear of 
deception had not appeared to a great extent. 
Men welcomed strangers because they were 
strangers, and a stranger who was hungry or 
cold or sick was thrice welcome 

Highly organized society cannot be expected 
to meet every condition exactly as a primitive so- 
ciety did, but what good reason can it give for an 
exclusiveness which: ignores the fundamental ob- 
ligations of man to man? Mansions cannot be 
made dispensaries, it is true, and their owners 
may be lavish of charity through distant organiza- 
tions —but shall hunger be turned away with 
empty hands? That is the question. 

When early hospitality became burdensome 
ways and means were found to correct the abuse. 
If: beggary becomes troublesome’ it, too, can be 
dealt with. It will be a sorry day for the Re- 
public en hunger shall venture to make no ap- 
peal save to the poor or to the police. 

The charities and the sacrifices of the poor are 
beyond estimation. They do not figure in our 
tables of benevolence: and it would be difficult 
to put a money value upon them. ._There is no 
price upon the scanty meal that is shared with 
another. The value of the loaf, hardly sufficing 
fcr one, which is divided between two or more, is 
not measured in dollars and cents. If it were not 
for the charity of the very poor our public in- 
stitutions would break down today under the de- 
mands that would be made upon them. 

The dead man on the Lake Shore drive, there- 
fore, makes a powerful appe*" oo all for more 
hospitality, for more generu for a closer per- 
sonal knowledge of what is ,.1ng on about one’s 
house, for a keener interest in men, especially 
in suffering meén, for less of the disposition to 
live apart, ignoring things that may be disagreea- 
ble, and for a humanity broad enough to take 
account of misery at short range and to do one’s 
pert for its relief. 
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MR. FAIRBANKS AN EASY REFORMER. 

Vice-President Fairbanks takes the comforta- 
ble view that, as any Republican revision of the 
tariff will not be a serious matter, the sooner the 
work is undertaken and the quicker it is finished 
the better. He thinks the present Congress should 
be called in special session immediately after the 
November elections. 

There is a candor in this expression which will 
not fail of appreciation. Tariff revision may mean 
much or little. Everything will depend upon the 
purpose of those who carry it on. Few men even 
in Congress have intimate knowledge of the sub- 
ject and if it were not for the inevitable oratory 
a friendly revision engineered by a few experts 
might be made effective in a month’s time. 

Col. William R. Morrison had a celebrated the- 
ory that the tariff should be revised downward 
at the rate of 10 per cent for each revision. This 
looked easy, but it was fiercely resisted and noth- 
ing came of it, probably for the reason that it 
provided for a genuine reduction of all schedules. 

As there seems to be no purpose on the part 
of Republicans to lay violent hands on the tariff, 
Mr. Fairbank’s rcuggestion is well worth con- 


sidering. 
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THE HAPPY PROSPECT IN HAYTI. 

Great uneasiness is reported at Hayti. Without 
prejudice against that country in particular and 
without indorsing revolutions in general, we 
might possibly approve a first-class, three-ringed 
revolution in Hayti as tending to clear the sur- 
charged atmosphere everywhere. 

The cankers of peace in many places are be- 

coming sore. Anarchy is cross. Industry frets. 
Something is lacking in the world at large and it 
seems to be a large diverting excitement that 
will take the minds of localities off their own 
petty irritations. 
Trouble in the Balkans at present does not 
fill the bill. Our strained relations with Castro 
are not sufficiently promising, and, besides, we 
do not want to be involved in the mess our- 
solves; we even eschew disputes with Japan, and 
China has followed our wise example. But France, 
which is the principally offended nation by Hayti 
is not otherwise much engaged for the nonce, 
Morocco being in the doldrums, and we therefore 
suggest that France take it out,6n Hayti, so to 
speak, and vent the general ill-humor.

TREATMENT OF STUTTERING.

E. W. Scripture of New York believes 
that gtuttering should be treated by the 
general practitioner whenever it comes 
to him on a rational basis and not left 
to be outgrown.

It is 
due to excessive innervation of the mus- 
cles of speech. A good name for it is 
suggested, hyperphonia. The symptoms 
are cramps and hypertonicity of the 
respiratory muscles, with stoppage of 
the breath for a short period; cramps of 
the laryngeal muscles, and cramps of 
the muscles of pronunciation. Acces- 
sory cramps and tics arise in connection 
with the other symptoms. The disease 
is a pure psychomoter neurosis, a habit 
over which the patient has no control. 
The first element in treatment consists 
of introducing melody into the speech.

PRISON INQUIRY BOARD

Flannigan of East St. Louis Makes 
Trouble in Chester Investi- 
gation.

CHESTER, Ill., April 3.—The appoint- 
ment of Representative John L. Flanni- 
gan of East St. Lowis as attorney to de- 
fend Penitentiary employes against the 
Legislative Investigating Committee 
caused a row that has resulted in the 
unceremonious adjournment of the Peni- 
tentiary Board.
